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Military Raises Barred 


Lid Tightens On Economy 


By JOHN STOWELL 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government, clamping the lid 
even tighter on the nation's 
economic freeze, has barred 
longevity pay raises for the 
armed forces and retroactive 
pay hikes in labor contracts. 


Treasury Secretary John B. 


Connally, President Nixon's 
chief economic spokesman, aid 
exemptions will be the exception 
during the 90-day wage-price- 


rent freeze. 


He said Thursday that rule 


also applies to foreign govern- 
ments. He rejected Canada's bid 
to escape the new 10-per-cent 
import surtax and spoke out 
against favored treatment for 
British-made Rolls-Royce 
engines for troubled Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp.'s Tri-Star airbus. 


Connally, whose Cabinet 


status makes him head of the 
new Cost of Living Council 


which issues guidelines during 
the freeze, reversed the Defense 
Department's previously stated 
pay policy. 


For 2.7 million men and 


women in uniform, that means 
giving up an estimated $12 
million in automatic pay boosts 
based on their rank and length of 
service, ranging from $47.40 a 
month for a private with two 
years to $174.30 for a four-star 
general with 26 years. 


The Pentagon said, however, 


it will continue to give pay raises 
for promotions, hostile-fire pay, 
re-enlistment 
bonuses 
and 


special allowances. 


It earlier had indicated it will 


freeze cost-of-living raises 
scheduled to take effect Jan. 1 
for serviceman, in line with a 
similar delay for other federal 
employes, and hinted it might 
defer until mid-November a 
general $2.4 billion military pay

County Planners Deny Request 
For Rock Crushing Plant Permit

SAIGON 
(AP) 
— South 


Vietnam was reported today to 
be threatened with reduction in 
U. S. aid because of the with- 
drawal from the presidential 
race of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu's only opponent. 


Retired Gen. Duong Van 


"Big" Minh quit the campaign 
for the Oct. 3 election with a 
statement charging that Thieu 
was rigging the vote and turning 
it into a "dirty farce that can 
only make the people disbelieve 
in a democratic regime." 


The U. S. Embassy expressed 


regret that Minh had with- 
drawn, adding, "Beyond that, 
we have no further comment." 
But unimpeachable sources said 
Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker 
had returned from Washington 
Thursday with a warning from 
President Nixon that it would be 
difficult to get Congress to 
approve more aid to the Saigon 
government if only one can- 
didate is in the race. 


The sources said Bunker 


conveyed this information to 
Thieu Thursday night and also 
to Minh in a futile, llth-hour 
attempt to persuade the general 
to stay in the race. 


Sources said the Nixon ad- 


ministration might elect to 
withhold or reduce portions of 
the aid program to forestall such 
a move by Congress. They 
suggested there might also be 
more pressure on Nixon to speed 
up the withdrawal of U. S. 
forces. 


These threats might force 


Thieu to postpone or cancel the 
election, some sources said. But 
another said he thought this 
unlikely. 


"I think that Thieu has 


already made up his mind," the 
source said. "He anticipated 


that he might be the only can- 
didate and had apparently 
decided to ride it Out." 


Vice President Nguyen Cao 


Ky was kept out of the race by a 
new election law requiring more 
endorsements on the nominating 
petition than he could muster. 


Some Americans anticipated 


that Minh's withdrawal would 
trigger street demonstrations 
against both Thieu and the 
United States. 


"As far as the dissidents are 


concerned," said one, "the 
Americans and Thieu are in- 
separable.

Labor Revolts Against Freeze 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


Declaring there are too many 
exemptions in President Nixon's 
wage-price-rent 
freeze, 


organized labor has revolted 
and asked Congress to impose 
more equitable controls. AFL- 
CIO President George Meany, in 
a scorching attack on Nixon that 
was backed by most other labor 


leaders — the teamsters were a 
notable exception — said the 
freeze will halt all workers' 
wage hikes but won't halt in- 
flation because not all prices are 
frozen. 
"Eggs, fruits and vegetables 


— which every housewife must 
buy for her family — are exempt 
from the freeze. The 10-per-cent 


border tax on imports will be 
passed on to the consumer," 
Meany said. 
Interest rates, that 
affect 


living costs, and business profits 
are also exempt from the freeze, 
he complained.

The 28-year-old lieutenant, 


who was convicted of 22 mur- 
ders nearly five months ago, has 


been confined under guard to his 
quarters at Ft. Benning, Ga., 
pending his review. 


The announcement was made 


by Maj. Herman Kassner, ac- 
ting head of the public in- 
formation office here, who said: 


"Based upon the testimony 


and evidence presented at the 
trial, it was determined that the 
conviction was correct in law 
and face and that the reduced 
sentence was appropriate for 


the offenses for which he was 
convicted. 


"Gen. Connor took his action 


after consideration of all the 
evidence in the record of trial, 
after considering the advice and 
recommendation of his legal 
staff, and after considering 
matters in rebuttal by the 
defense." 


This completes the first step in 


the long review process in the 
Calley case.

Larry Coleman, Tehama County's Road Commissioner, 


promised yesterday that the holes in Tyler Road will be filled 
before the Red Bluff fish spawning channel is dedicated Oct. 17 at 
the channel-side headquarters of the federal Fish and Wildlife 
Service seven miles south of Red Bluff. 


That is good news, because Tyler Road is the only way to get 


there, and, largely because of the heavy construction traffic over it, 
it takes some tricky driving now to avoid a jarring ride. We 
wouldn't want all the guests we hope will attend the dedication to 
get too unfavorable an impression of the place. They might never 
come back. 


On the other hand, though, the county is wise in not going any 


farther than is necessary on the route to the southern fish viewing 
facility until there is a better indication of the need. Dale 
Schoeneman, project director here for the Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice, predicts that the proposed interpretive center at the Diversion 
Dam, reached along the east bank of the river from Antelope 
Boulevard will be the most popular the year around of the two 
facilities. During the October to December spawning season, 
however, there may develop a large amount of traffic to the Tyler 
Road location. The wise approach undoubtedly is to be prepared to 
take care of the need quickly when and if it comes. 


Another proposal that should be kept in mind when planning 


access to the Tyler Road facility is that for a scenic riverbank road 
connecting with roads farther south. In fact, though any such road 
appears to be years in the future, it is not too early to come to a 
decision as to whether it should be encouraged or opposed. And if it 
is to be encouraged, preference as to route might, at this early date, 
have some influence on the state's highway engineers.

Printed 
along with the column was a 
map which supposedly showed 
the 
reservoirs 
which 
are 


planned. 


Mr. Spencer states that "I 


have found many persons in- 
cluding myself at times have 
become confused as to just what 
exactly makes up the plans for 
North Coast development and 
why all the fuss about it." 


Mr. Spencer, like many well- 


intentioned environmentalists, 
has done nothing to clear the 
confusion but has added to it 
w i t h 
m i s i n f o r m a t i o n 


masquerading as facts. 


It is not surprising that there 


is 
lack 
of 
understanding 


regarding North Coast water 
development. It is a large 
geographical area, and the 
many plans developed over the 
years by state and federal 
agencies 
are 
continually 


changing. 


The North Coastal area covers 


about 20,000 square miles, 
contains some of the largest 
rivers of California, and con- 


tributes about 40 per cent of the 
state's surface water runoff. 
The area has been labeled the 
"water bank" of California by 
Governor Reagan. The area is 
also famous for its fish and 
wildlife resources, natural 
beauty, and majestic redwoods. 
With California's population 
explosion of the 1950's and 
1960's, the water planners 
naturally turned to the North 
Coast as a possible future source 
of water for Californians. 


During this time, numerous 
possible 
plans 
for 
water 


development were formulated 
for the Smith, Klamath, Trinity, 
Mad, 
and Eel Rivers. All of 


these plans were based on the 
assumption that California 
would continue to grow in the 
future as it had in the late 1950's. 
However, 
the 
anticipated 


population 
growth is 
not 


materializing, and the plans for 
water development in the North 
Coastal area have changed 
dramatically. Here, river by 
river, are the facts regarding 
current plans for North Coast 
water development. 


SMITH RIVER 


No dams and reservoirs are 


planned on the Smith River. 
Department 
of 
Water 


Resources' Bulletin No. 105-3, 
"A Study of the Smith River 
Basin and Plain," December 
1970, 
and a U. S. Corps of 


Engineers 
report, "In- 


vestigation of Smith River 
Basin," 
December 1970, 


recommended 
that con- 


sideration 
be 
given 
to 


designating the Smith River as a 
state "protected waterway" or 
federal "wild river." 


KLAMATH RIVER 


The Department of Water 


Resources has eliminated the 
Klamath River 
from con- 


sideration for development. The 
U. S. Corps of Engineers and the 
Bureau of Reclamation are 
wrapping up the preliminary 
investigatidn they have had 
under way on the Klamath, 
concluding that further study 
should be deferred. 


TRINITY RIVER 


The 
U. 
S. 
Bureau 
of 


Reclamation has been involved 
in a feasibility study of possible 
development on the lower 
Trinity River and the upper Mad 
and Van Duzen Rivers. The 
Bureau has concluded that 
further study of lower Trinity 
River developments should be 
deferred until greater need for 
the water and flood control 


occurs, and until evaluations of 
wild, scenic, and recreational 
aspects of the river can be 
made. Neither the Department 
of Water Resources or the Corps 
of Engineers is considering 
projects on the Trinity River. 


MAD RIVER 


The Corps of Engineers is 


involved in preconstruction 
planning 
of 
the 
authorized 


Butler Valley Project on the 
lower Mad River. This project 
would provide a future water 
supply to the Eureka-Arcata 
area and flood control and 
recreation. 
No 
other 
new 


projects are planned on the Mad 
River. 
EEL RIVER 


The upper Eel River has been 


identified by the state and 
federal agencies as the next 
stream for development in the 
North Coastal area. This not 
only because 
it is an un- 


developed source of water but 
also because there is an op- 
portunity to help provide 
urgently needed flood control. 
Nineteen people lost their lives 
in the Eel River flood of 1964, 
and $58 million in damages was 
caused. Also, the impact of 
proposed projects in the upper 
Eel River Basin on fish and 
wildlife resources would be 


much less than other possible 
North Coast developments. 


The Dos Rios and English 


Ridge Projects have been 
identified as the most logical 
major development on the Eel 
River. The Department of Water 
Resources is studying alter- 
natives to the big Dos Rios 
Reservoir, which would flood 
Round Valley, and the Bureau of 
Reclamation is pursuing studies 
of the English Ridge Project. 
Yellow Jacket Reservoir on the 
lower main Eel River has been 
eliminated from consideration 
at this time, primarily because 
of the adverse effect it would 
have on the 
anadromous 


fisheries. 


WHEN NEEDED? 


The best source of information 


on water 
development 
in 


California is the Department of 
Water Resources' Bulletin No. 
160-70, '"Water for California, 
The California Water Plan 
Outlook in 1970." This report 
contains maps and descriptions 
of all existing and proposed 
major water developments in 
California. The bulletin states 
that: 
" . . .slower projected growth 


of water demands, particularly 
in the South Coastal area, is 
expected to delay the time of 


need for an additional con- 
servation facility for the State 
Water Project about 10 years 
until the mid-1990's." 


Bulletin No. 160-70 also in- 


dicates that no additional water 
supplies will be needed for the 
Central Valley Project until 
nearly 2000. 
. 
Thus, from the standpoint o. 


providing water to other areas 
of the state, North Coast 
projects will not be needed for 
about 25 years. However, there 
is a need for flood control in the 
Eel River Basin now but it 
cannot be provided without 
upstream flood storage, and 
upstream flood storage can only 
be provided as part of a major 
water development project. 


The 
planning of 
water 


resources developments, like all 
planning today, is rapidly 
changing 
to 
accommodate 


environmental considerations, 
new technology, and desires of 
the people. The Department of 
Water Resources desires to keep 
the public fully informed of its 
plans and welcomes any op- 
portunity to furnish information 
to all who are interested.

years of a cancer that he does 
not have.

of his voice how "bis" he 
thought his cancer was and 
how 
much 
reassurance 
he 


needed. 


I wish this 


patient \v e r e 
unique in my 
practice. He is 
not. E v e r y 
d o c t o r in 
America h a s 
many patients 
who live in a 
world of fear, 
d e p r i v - 
i n g t h e m- 
selves of the 


wonderful adventure of living 
and its multiple dividends in 
happiness. 


There are many, in fact, 


who devitalize their produc- 
tivity and their right to fam- 
ilv joy by surrounding them- 
selves 
with 
anxieties 
that 


have no basis in fact. 


This is a world and an era 


filled with tensions, problems, 
confusions and hostilities. But 
there are many physical and 
emotional blessings that com- 
pensate for the complexities 
of our existence. 


However, when we become 


overwhelmed and enslaved by 
our fears, our world becomes 
smaller and smaller until we 
c a n n o t extricate ourselves 
from the manacles that bind 
us.Far too many people give 
up because they do not be- 
lieve there is any pathway 
that will lead them from the 
shadows of fear. 


This attitude has no va- 


lidity. At any age, when fears 
are openly discussed with a 
psychologist, a psychiatrist, a 
spiritual leader, or a guidance 
counselor, they can be mini- 
mized by this kind of direct, 
confrontation. 
I had great

when the patient I refe. red to 
Oftmo to my office and .said,

sulted a psychiatrist in order 
to start living instead of con- 
tinuing to die." 


It was a long time coming 


but even after so many years 
of carrying the weighty bur- 
den of fear of cancer, there is 
great chance that he will now 
salvage his normal right to 
inner peace.

I am often asked how the 


family of the chronically sick 
person 
can 
offer 
him 
the 


greatest emotional support in 
addition 
to 
supplying 
his 


physical needs. 


To attain this, one must 


start by knowing that the sick 
person lives in a special world 
that seems to revolve around 
him and his immediate needs. 


Time hangs heavy for the 


chronic invalid. He is deprived 
of many of the joys of living, 
becomes preoccupied with his 
illness, and sometimes .se~;r,.-5 
selfish. 


The family should try to be 


p a t i e n t and understanding 
without being over-solicitous 
and pampering. 


The invalid must be urged 


to take an active part in per- 
sonal and family affairs to 
help break his 
concentration 


on his own illness. 


If his anxiety seems to be 


out of proportion to his ill- 
ness, encourage him to seek 
the professional 
guidance. 


The 
family 
physician, of 


course, has the keenest 
in- 


sight into emotional needs of 
his patients. With 
his gui- 


dance, the chronic invalid can 
be. encouraged to live in dig- 
nity as a responsible member 
of the household.

WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon's new economic policies, 
which will affect the pocketbook 
of every American, are still 
being shaped in the backrooms 
of Washington. 


Here 
are 
the 
inside 


developments: 
— The President has ordered 
the necessary preparations to 
extend the wage-price-rent 
freeze order at the end of 90 
days. He will take another look 
at the economic indicators and 
will examine the enforcement 
problems before he decides 
whether to continue the freeze. 


— The President has ex- 


pressed private concern that the 
U. S. may become a second- 
class economic power unless 
productivity is increased. This 
means American managers and 
workers must boost their output 
or the U. S. will be surpassed by 
the world's other great in- 
dustrial nations. Already, the 
harder working Japanese and 
Germans have produced better 
goods for less cost. Their in- 
creased sales have forced 
American plants to shut down 
and have thrown American 
workers out of jobs. If the trend 
continues, the President fears, 
the U. S. will lose its standing as 
the world's greatest industrial 
power. 


AGNEW NOT CONSULTED 


— Insiders say the President 


fashioned his new economic 
program without consulting 
Vice President Agnew who 
heads the Cabinet Council or. 


Economic Policy. The Vice 
President was involved in the 
c o u n c i l ' s 
e c o n o m i c 


deliberations, 
but he wasn't 


brought in on the final planning. 
He wasn't even invited to Camp 
David for the discussions that 
led to the President's dramatic 
announcement. A spokesman 
pointed out, of course, that 
Agnew has no direct respon- 
sibility for fiscal policy. 


— One who participated in the 


Camp David discussions was 
Treasury Undersecretary Paul 
Volcker, a former vice president 
of Chase Manhattan Bank, who 
is regarded inside the Treasury 
Department as a champion of 
the banking interests. It may be 
significant that interest rates 
were exempted from the freeze 
order. Banks can go on boosting 
their profits- therefore, while 
wages, prices and rents are 
frozen. 


— President Nixon is reported 


to be particularly upset over the 
opposition 
of 
AFL-CIO 


President George Meany to his 
economic moves. The old cur- 
mudgeon of the labor movement 
has 
been 
surly 
in 
the 


backrooms. In the Bronx- 
accented 
language of the 


plumber he once was, he has 
broken up more than 
one 


meeting with Administration 
officials by grumping that the 
President has mishandled the 
economy. After a recent session 
with Labor Secretary James 
Hodgson, Meany dourly refused 
to pose with him for pictures. 


MISSING BILLIONS 


Billions of dollars in Vietnam 


War savings have" vanished 
before the agonized eyes of 
Pentagon comptrollers. 


At its height, the war cost the 


taxpayers close to $29 billion a 
year. This has now been reduced 
to less than $8 billion. The an- 
nual $21 billion savings, we 
figured, should be available for 
urgent domestic needs. 


But every last dollar has 


evaporated like an ice cube 
under the August sun. 


We searched the Pentagon in 


vain for the $21 billion bonanza. 
The entire amount has been 
swallowed up by wage, cost and 
spending increases. 


Assistant Secretary Robert 


Moot, the Defense Department's 
hard-headed 
comptroller, 


showed us where the money has 
gone. 
There would have been eight 


pay raises, or example, since 
the big military build-up began 
in Vietnam in 1964. 


The same number of ser- 


vicemen now draw an additional 
$7.1 billion a year from the 
paymaster. Civilians on the 
Pentagon payroll get $4.3 billion 
more, and retired military men 
collect an extra $2.8 billion. 
Financial incentives to en- 
courage 
re-enlistment 
add 


another $2.3 billion to the annual 
military payout. 


As another incentive, the 


armed forces have increased the 
ratio of officers and non- 
commissioned 
officers 
to 


enlisted men. This has increased 
the military costs by still 
another $2 billion. 


Prices have also gone up 29.9 


per cent since 1964. For the 
same volume of purchases, 
therefore, the Pentagon now 
pays a whopping $10.1 billion a 
year more. 


There are a few other in- 


creases, such as military 
medical care which costs the 
Pentagon an additional $300 
million. 


All these increases add up to 


$28.9 billion a year, which 
almost equals what we were 
paying for the Vietnam War. 
Even if all military spending in 
Vietnam should cease, little 
money could be salvaged for 
peacetime purposes. 


GOOD ZOOS 
Our report on the mistreat- 


ment of animals at some zoos 
brought quick action from Dr. 
Gunter Voss, president of the 
American 
Association 
of 


Zoological 
Parks 
and 


Aquariums. 


He is recommending to his 


membership committee that 
some of the 250 associated in- 
stitutions be disciplined. But 
most of the offenders, he wrote 
us, are roadside zoo owners. 


He has sent representatives 


twice 
to 
the Agriculture 


Department to urge stiffer 
regulations under the Federal 
Animal Welfare Act. 


Voss, a zoo director himself in 


Toronto, cited as models the 
zoos in the Bronx, Milwaukee, 
San Diego, Chicago's two zoos 
and the privately owned Catskill 
Game Farm near Albany, N. Y.

The 1971-72 waterfowl season 
will last 93 days in most of the 
state, says the California Fish 
and Game Commission. 


Commissioners 
announced 


Thursday that a general duck 
season would run from Oct. 16 to 
Jan. 16 with a bag limit of seven 
per day and seven in possession. 


Southern California 
hunters 


will have a split 88-day duck 
season from Oct. 9 to Nov. 14 and 
from Nov. 27 to Jan. 16 Bag 
limits will be seven and seven. 


In the northeast, including 


Modoc and Lasen 
counties, 


eastern Siskiyou and parts of 
Shasta, Plumas 
and Sierra 


counties, the season will be Oct. 
9 to Jan. 9, with a daily bag limit 
of six and a possession limit of 
12. 


The Colorado River season 


will be Oct. 16 to Jan. 16 with 
limits of six and 12. 


The only species restriction on 


ducks is that only two can- 
vasbacks may be included in 
bag and possession limits. 


Goose hunters should follow 


the dates for ducks, except in the 
Colorado River area where the 
season runs Nov. 13 to Jan. 9. In 
the 
south 
the 
season 
for 


Canadian geese closes Jan. 9 
also. 


General season geese limits 


are 
six 
per day, six 
in 


possession, with no more than 
three of the dark species. 


Northeast hunters are limited 


to three per day, six 
in 


possession, or six per day if 
three or more are white geese. 


In the Colorado River section, 


hunters may have six in bag or 
possession, including only two of 
the dark species. 


Commissioners said that in 


Imperial 
County, 
eastern 


Riverside 
County 
and 


southeastern San Bernardino 
County only one bird may be a 
Canadian goose or its sub- 
species. Hunting for these birds 
stops Dec. 26 in the Imperial 
Wildlife Area 
and Salton Sea 


Wildlife Refuge. 


Southern California hunters 


will have the same goose limits, 
except that only two Canadian 
geese may be taken. The season 
for these birds closes Jan. 9. 


One Ross' goose can be in- 


cluded in any limit.

Resolution To Force HEW To 
Furnish Desegregation Papers

WASHINGTON—Texas 


Congressman James 
Collins 


offered a resolution to force 
HEW 
to 
furnish 
certain 


documents to Congress, 
and 


these 
documents 
relate 
to 


desegregation of schools and the 
matter of busing to achieve 
racial balance. 


Collins complained that school 


board members in Texas were 
being harassed by civil rights 
people from HEW. He said 
school trustees were told they 
were "not in compliance" and 
were never told why or how they 
could comply. 


The Collins resolution brought 


a flood of protests from those 
who favor busing, but was ap- 
proved by the House and paved 
the way for debate on the whole 
basing issue. The result is that a 
Constitutional Amendment is 
being offered to do what several 
statutes already tried to do- 
prohibit busing to achieve racial 
balance in the classrooms. 


Congressman Roger Zion of 


Indiana joined Collins in the 
debate, declaring: 


"The bureaucrats in Chicago 


came down and said we were 
going to be deprived of a million 
dollars in federal funds because 
our program on integration was 
not adequate. I think it im- 
portant for those who run a 
school district to know why, and 
I think they have a right to know 
how much of their money that 
has been set aside for improving 
neighborhood schools is being 
diverted. They have a right to 


know how much plant and 
equipment they will not get as a 
result of money spent to buy 
buses." 


Congressman Roman 


Puchinski of Chicago spoke 
against busing. He noted a 
recent federal court decision in 
Atlanta which seemed to run 
contrary 
to current 
trends 


regarding busing. 
Puchinski 


said: 


"I think there has been too 


much demagoguery on both 
sides in discussing this issue of 
race relations in our educational 
institutions. So it occurs to me 
what we are now witnessing is a 
major turnaround in judicial 
thinking." 


A number of 
congressmen 


complained that HEW was in 
violation of the law in using 
public money for busing. 


"When I was down home two 


weeks ago I talked with many 
citizens," said 
Congressman 


Collins. "They asked me who 
runs 
our 
country 
today— 


Congress or the bureaucrats?" 
Referring to the law that tried 


to bar busing, 
Congressman 


John Rarick criticized the 
Supreme Court: 


"This 
congressional 


protection 
of freedom 
from 


busing is the law of the land—the 
Supreme Court has chosen to 
ignore the law of the land but 
has 
never declared it un- 


constitutional." 


Said Congressman Lawrence 


Hogan of Maryland, who con- 
ducted a poll and found 88 per 
cent were against busing: 


"In my district busing to 


comply with HEW edicts would 
cost millions of dollars. Existing 
bus service in some areas is 
being discontinued 
to make 


more money for racial busing. 
There is no educational value to 
be gained by busing children 
simply to achieve an arbitrary 
racial balance." 


Congressman Alton Lennon: 
"Most parents of every race 


prefer to see their children in 
schools near their homes. The 
neighborhood plan based on 
freedom of choice, has proven to 
be 
fair, 
practical 
and 


economical. Making children 
unnecessarily ride across town 
on buses in a race-mixing plan is 
not 
conducive 
to 
quality 


education." 
Here's what 
Congressman 


Young of Florida said: 


"The neighborhood school is 


important, not just so far as 
reading, writing and arithmetic 
are concerned but as the scene 
of a youngster's first exposure 
outside 
the 
home 
to 
the 
responsibilities of citizenship. 
All the bad things connected 
with busing have come from the 
rulings of the federal courts." 


The Norfolk, Va., busing plan 


as ordered by the courts, has 
created chaos, according to 
Congressman Minshall. Here is 
an excerpt from a letter by a 
parent: 
"Schools will begin at five 


different times, ranging from 7 
a.m. to 10 a.m. and will dismiss 
at five different times. During 
winter months, our children will 
be on the streets before daylight 
and after dark."

Flea 
market 
enthusiasts 


might keep in mind a prediction 
of Jack Denst of Chicago. The 
artist-designer, noted for his 
wall coverings and sculptural 
effects, predicted the rush to art 
nouveau 15 years ago. He now 
says the newest collector will be 
the one with "motion mania," 
collecting machines that work, 
the artifacts of the '30s, and 
using them. 


The demand for player pianos 


is already being felt—new rolls 
are being 
made. 
And the 


foresighted collector of 78 rpm 
records may find the old Vic- 
trola, with a new coat of paint, 
can be a great conversation 
piece. 


"An old radio, toaster or 


typewriter 
from the period, 


decorated with paint, paper or 
fabric, can be put to work in a 
modern environment," Denst 
observes. 


This art form is upon us 


because articles of the '30s have 
visual interest unlike today's 
precisely engineered 
objects 


which often look alike. 


Denst, a bachelor, is seeking a 


particular old-time refrigerator 
which he plans to paint and use 
as an ice-maker and bar supply 
unit in his new apartment living 
room. 


He can see lots of possibilities 


— the old-time fan that can 
become useful again and, in 
addition, become a striking 
decoration with a bright new 
color. And how about the old 
fashioned 
treadle 
sewing 


machine? Zinged up with a fresh 
coat of wild paint a young girl 
might like to have it for her 
room. 
And 
think 
how 


economical it would be for her to 
learn basic sewing methods. 


"Working art is much more 


satisfactory than the traditional 
transformation of an object 
from its original purpose into a 
planter or a lamp," says Denst. 
"Concentrate on objects which 


can make a comeback into 
usefulness with lively visual 
impact. For example, cover a 
carpet sweeper base with fabric 
or painted stripes and it will 
make its incidental clean-up 
appearances to the tune of 
admiring remarks never earned 
by contemporary appliances." 


There are the old things that 


might be converted to other 
things—an old-fashioned per- 
manent wave machine may be 
made into a game table lighting 
fixture. 


A street 
car 
conductor's 


money changer can make a 
shining table decoration and a 
milkman's wire basket with 


white-painted bottles might look 
great on the bookcase. 


And 
then there 
are 
the 


sculptural effects. Some old 
things Denst and his artists 
rounded up at second-hand 
stores 
included an 
orange 


Hollywood 
Kleig Light 
(he 


placed it on a slick black 
pedestal) and an old dress form 
(size 42) sculptured white with 
plaster of Paris. 


Browsing 
in 
second-hand 


shops might turn up a variety of 
useful 
things—meat 
grinder, 


curling iron, clothes wringer. 
You can count on them to be 
conversation pieces, he says.

Of Enough Sun 


That tree providing abundant 


shade from the hot sun may be 
giving too much shade for its 
own good. 


A tree expert says "if a tree's 


crown is too thick, twigs 2nd 
branches die for lack of suf- 
ficient sunlight. And a top-heavy 
tree is a push-over when gale 
winds strike." 


Overshade cuts off needed air 


and light to grass and plantings 
nearby. 


Too much 
shade 
induces 


growth of mildews and molds on 
leaves of plants and garden 
furniture. Gray mold, fostered 
by heavy shade, attacks lilacs 
and other shrubs, causing leaves 
to dry up, stems to curl and 
twist. 


To correct overshading, prune 


to open the crown of a tree to 
sunlight. Thin out excessive 
branches, cut back wayward 
ones, 
eliminate 
cross-over 


branches rubbing against each 
others, and eliminate hazardous 
branches 
overhanging 


sidewalks, drives or buildings.
